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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pocket located 
behind the fly on a garment of claim 1 and the pants having large back pockets must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

4. It is unclear what is being claimed, the garment of claim 1 is any lower torso body 
garment with a pocket hidden behind the fly opening. The garment of claim 2, is a pant 
garment with a long back pocket. Are these separate inventions, or does the hidden 
pocket of claim 1 require the longer back pockets of claim 2? 

5. How can the pocket in claim 1 both require snaps and also require no snaps? 
There are either snaps or no snaps, not both. 

However, claims have been examined as best understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Thomas (US 
2004/0083538). 

In regard to claim 1 , Thomas teaches a hidden pocket (20) sewn behind a button 
fly (18) of an undergarment (10). The hidden pocket (20) having snap fastening means 
that are capable of being located at the top back corner of the pocket (paragraph 13). 
The hidden pocket is stitched around all edges to the garment (paragraph 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rhoden (US 
6,202,220). 

In regard to claim 2, Rhoden teaches a pair of pants (100) having back pockets 
(324) that are larger than traditional back pant pockets. The pant pockets (134) are 
capable of being three times the size of standard back pockets depending upon the size 
of the pant and therefore the pocket. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Leubrie, Weatherly, Rhoads, Buelow, Jacobson, Palmieri, 
Batavier, Spector, Gasser, Katchka, Countee, Mondy, Gwinn and Davitt are all cited to 
show closely related garment articles.
